GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

The Germans are making a new attempt to ad- 
vance along the Belgian coast, violently bombarding 
Niciipnrt. while the allies have made some progress 
to the east of the Lomlmrtxyde highway. The 
French have been driven back into their old posi- 
tions near St. Miltiel, aeording to the official state- 
inent issued in Berlin, and have been repulsed 
north of Verdun. The German statement says the 
French have been driven out of the heights of 
Hartmannswiler-Kopf and a number of officers and 
men captured. The Paris communique states that 
ibe French have re-occupied a trench they were 
forced to evacuate near Berry-au-Bac. but admits 
a repulse by the Germans in the forest of Apremont 
and a slight setback in the forest of La I’retre. 
northwest of Pont-a-Mousson. where the Germans 
have recaptured a part of the trenches they lost 
Wednesday. The Germans have brought their heavy 
howitzers ’ into play in the Vosges region and are 
bombarding St. Die. Ail Amsterdam dispatch states 
that the Germans have been heavily reinfortvd ill 
France and are preparing for another try at cutting 
the French lines at Arras in order lo sever the 
lines of communication feeding the allied forces in 
West Flanders. 

Public and formal notice was given by the British 
embassy of the intention of the British government 
to seize the former German steamship Dacia should 
it undertake its contemplated voyage to European 
waters. The state department bad communicated 
i h is information informally to the owners of the 
Dacia as a result of a message from Ambassador 
Page, and was notified in reply that the vessel was 
loading at Galveston and would put to sea not with- 
standing the British government's position. It was 
ladieved the owners have resolved t<> lest the issue 
in a prize court. The announcement by Sir Cecil 
Spring Rice is most emphatic in declaring that the 
British govcruii’t-iil does not regard the transfer of 
the Dacia as valid under accepted principles of in- 
ternational law. This declaration is regarded as 
signifying the intention of the British government 
not to yield one iota of its positions in principle 
with regard to the transfer of not only the Dacia 
but possibly many other German ships now tied tip 
in docks iu this and other neutral countries. Notice 
is given that the Dacia will be promptly prosecuted 
iu the British prize courts should it fall into British 
hands. 

The Germans have been driven back at three 
points along the Franco-Belgiau front, but have re- 
newed the offensive along the Belgian coast and 
again are bombarding Suisscns. At Notre Dame dc 
I a •retie. I" t he north of Beailsejour and in the region 
of St. Mihicl, the French report victories. The 
allies’ claim at St. Mihicl. however, is denied in 
Berlin. In Poland, while the official statement in 
I’etrograd claims a number of minor advances, it is 
virtually admitted that the Germans have succeeded 
iu crossing the Vistula river and cutting off the 
Russian army of a million men which is advancing 
on west Prussia. 

The Russians have renewed their offensive opera- 
tions against Mlawa. which has changed hands often 
since the commencement of the war. and it appears 
they again will attempt to envelop the German 
forces whic h are holding the line of the Mnznrian 
lakes and avenge themselves for the defeat at Tan- 
lidilmrg. tin the rest of the Polish front and in 
Galicia the Austro German attacks are becoming 
more intermittent, according to the Russian rennrt. 
Russians continue t > make progress against the Aus- 
trian outposts in the mountains between Bukowiua 
and Transylvania.- 

Prince Yengalycheff. the new goveriior-general of 
Russian Poland, announced upon assuming office that 
the government had appropriated $50.0oo,<MKI for tin- 
relief of the population. lie appealed to men of 
all nationalities and all religions to co-operate with 
the authorities in the prosecution of the war and the 
stamping out of the "spirit of Germanism which has 
taken a firm footing in certain frontier districts.” 

In the diplomatic appropriation hill, carrying 
approximately $4.0*10.000 ;l s perfect -si by the house 
foreign affairs committee, is contained a provision 
requesting the president "to take such steps as may 
he necessary to have the republic of Cuba reimburse 
the Fid ted States to the extent, of $6.5(19.511." for 
the expense of pacification from 1907 to 1909. 

Turkish troops concentrating on the border of the 
Sinai peninsula arc beginning their advance on the 
Suez canal. Ottoman forces with a contingent of 
Bedouin tribesmen have reached the El Katie dis- 
trict. tw ciity-eight miles east of the canal and large 
bodies of Turkish troops are reported at Ei Arish 
and EI Audje farther cast. 

The British steamer Durward was torpedoed and 
sunk by a German submarine in tile North sea 
Thursday a florins n. The crew of the Durward were 
rescued bv a Dutch pilot boat and taken to the 
Hook of Holland. The Durward was a 1 .3ol-tou 
vessel and was bound from Leith, Scotland, to 
Rotterdam. 

Carrying a cargo of food supplies shipped by an 
American firm and consigned to an American citi- 
zen in Germany, the American owned steamer AVil- 
lidmimi received clearance yesterday from New 
York for Hamburg. The shippers assert that the 
f««Nl is iiu-aut only for consumption by civilians. 

A conference was held in I’ari- by the British 
chancellor of the exchequer. David Lloyd-G.wge.
